Authorized appointment of a 
committee to confer with the City 
Planning Commission to prevent 
further cutting off of horse trails 
by subdivisions unwilling to pro­ 
vide passage of trails across their 
lands. 


OPPOSED the use of the name 
“Palm Springs” by communities 
not lying within the incorporated 
boundaries of Palm Springs. 
Plans for the Chamber of Com­ 
merce Week were outlined to the 
board by President Boyd, declar­ 
ing that the far-reaching promo­ 
tional, convention and commu­ 
nity betterm ent program of the 
chamber of commerce this year 
will depend upon the volunteer 
work of the members in raising 
the necessary funds. He proposed 
that the entire first week of No­ 
vember be devoted to an inten­ 
sive membership and fund-rais­ 
ing program, and the proposal 
was unanimously approved by 
the board.

It was the biggest trout that ever came into Palm Springs. 
The verb “was” is used advisably as it isn’t a fish any more. 
It was so big that it took several Villagers to surround it after 
it was done to a gastronomical turn. 
Here’s the run-down on that 
trout: 
Weight—20 pounds. 
Length from bumper to bump­ 
er—31 inches. 
The man who got it—Barney 
Trout, well known Village real­ 
tor, who 
had 
been gradually 
working up to this all summer. 


THE GRAND-DADDY of all 
speckled trout was brought into 
the Village last week by Mrs. 
Johnson and sent to The Desert 
Sun newsroom from whence it 
was distributed to sundry persons 
because the staff couldn’t cover 
that assignment without aid. 
That 20-pounder gave the Vil- 
vager fisherman the prize 
of 
having caught the biggest in the 
Mammoth lakes area and in the 
High Sierras, for that matter. 
It constituted an all-time rec­ 
ord. 


IT HAPPENED this way, ac­ 
cording to word from Johnson 
who’ll be back in the Village 
soon. 
Mrs. Johnson was preparing to 
leave the lake country for Palm 
Springs so Johnson thought it 
would be nice to go out and 
catch a mess of trout to send to 
the Village with her for his 
friends here. 
But he didnt know what he 
was getting into. 


HE HADN'T BEEN OUT long 
before he was tied into this 20- 
pounder on a No. 10 Gray Hackle 
fly, four-pound test leader and a 
five and a half ounce English 
fly rod that he got in Canada.

Reuben Miller, long-time Vil­ 
lager and business man, and al­ 
most 
universally 
known here, 
died Saturday in the St. Joseph’s 
hospital, Orange, at 3:40 p.m. 
Direct cause of his- death ac­ 
cording to Dr. 
W. J. Shroer, 
Santa Ana, was attributed to a 
heart attack that followed the 
amputation of his right leg below 
the knee last Tuesday. 
The amputation of Miller’s leg 
was a desperate attem pt on the 
part of doctors to save his life. 
The limb was badly fractured 
when an automobile plunged into 
a group 
of 
people 
who had 
stopped to render aid in a traf­ 
fic accident which occurred on 
highway 101 near Doheny Beach, 
September 30. 
MILLER'S 
DEATH 
was the 
third resulting from the accident 
in which one woman was killed 
instantly and another died the 
next day. 
Funeral services will be held 
at the undertaking establishment 
of Malinow and Simons, Los An­ 
geles, at 1 p.m. Wednesday. In­ 
I terment will take place in the 
I Beth Israel cemetery. 
Miller is survived by his sister, 
Mrs. Felix Nathan of Chicago. 
He was not married and accord­ 
ing to a relative, Mrs. Harry 
Borun of Beverly Hills, Miller 
was 53 years of age. 
MILLER, who is> better known 
as “Rube” came to Palm Springs 
nearly 15 years ago, in extremely 
poor health. The healthful dry 
climate here, according to a state­ 
ment he made to a Desert Sun 
reporter not long ago, “made a 
new man out of me.” 
He took an active part in Vil- 
lagc life here and aided consider­ 
ably in the incorporation of Palm 
Springs. 
Miller is known to have been 
I a benefactor of many needy per­ 
sons in the Village but was loathe 
to talk about his endeavors in 
I this direction. 
FRIENDS DECLARE that he 
never turned a deaf ear to the 
plea of any one for assistance 
either financially or with personal 
aid. 
Familiar figure to all Villagers 
was the sight of Miller sitting in 
front of his business establish­ 
ment on South Palm Canyon 
Drive talking with friends and 
generally the subject was town 
politics.

HARD BY PALM SPRINGS there still exists many genuine rem ­ 
nants of the Frontier Days. Here, almost side by side, we find the 
splendor of a modern desert resort in striking contrast to dying 
embers of the Old West. The six-gun killers have long been rest­ 
ing in the peaceful quiet of a Boot Hill cemetery, but there still 
remains a goodly number of colorful old characters to keep alive a 
brand of wit and humor all its own. 
Re-telling of these tall tales has been carried on mostly as a 
hobby. Dick Wick Hall was an early exponent with the little sheet 
he used to promote his “laughing gas” station at Salome, Arizona. 
Tourists who spend a night there now in solid comfort may see 
a statue erected to the memory of his frog which had never seen 
a cloud, let alone a puddle of water. Hall’s amusing tales were 
reprinted in national magazines in the early 20’s. 
In the mining town of Bisbee, Arizona, The Brewery Gulch 
Gazette still carries on the traditions of early days. It’s only a 
short drive from Bisbee to Tombstone, where the most famous 
gun battle of the West was fought at O. K. Corral by such famous 
characters as W yatt Earp, Doc Holliday and Ike Clanton. A l­ 
though a modernized newspaper, the Tombstone Epitaph, which 
reported killings as we do little personal items, is still being issued. 
Newest exponent of desert lore is not a pioneer himself but a 
fugutive from the glint annd glitter of Hollywood, even though 
he may look every inch the part. 
Harry Oliver hails from 
Thousand Palms, which has no palm trees at all—and its citizens 
could all skip town on the backs of three cow ponies. But it’s 
headquarters for the Desert Rat Scrap Book—newest and quaint­ 
est teller of Old Timer’s tall tales. His collection of old fashioned 
W estern type, garnered from famous fronteer towns, and the wood

Changes in Joshua 
Tree Monument's 
Areas Discussed 


By LLOYD MASON SMITH 


A t a hearing in San B ernar­ 
dino last week th e Joshua Tree 
N ational M onum ent situation was 
aired before a group of Con­ 
gressm en including R epresenta­ 
tive Jo h n Phillips. 
Representing 
the interests 
of 
Palm Springs 
and th e tourist population w as 
the w riter, director of the D esert 
Museum, who presented a short 
paper in support of the m onu­ 
ment. 
This hearing w as a prim ary 
one w hich will be followed by a 
congressional discusGion on the 
new Sheppard 
bill early next 
year. 
This Sheppard bill w ill 
reduce th e size of the m onum ent, 
rem oving those areas on the east­ 
ern edge which contain mining 
interests and w hich are not p ar­ 
ticularly desirable to retain in 
the m onum ent from either a bio­ 
logical 
o r 
a n 
adm inistrative 
standpoint. 
Also by this bill it 
is proposed that certain portions 
of 
continguous 
land 
shall 
be 
added 
to 
straighten 
out 
the 
boundaries 
and 
to 
m ake 
the 
whole 
m onum ent 
more 
easily 
patrolled and protected. 


THE 
SHEPPARD BILL 
also 
provides funds fo r the purchase 
or trade of the lands still in p ri­ 
vate ow nership 
and now con­ 
tained 
w ithin 
th e 
m onum ent's 
boundaries. 
This 
is 
especially 
necessary if the m onum ent is to 
be properly adm inistered because 
as it is now th e hom esteaders 
have legitim ate rig h ts on their 
land. A t the hearing several of 
these 
hom esteaders 
pled 
their 
cases. 
Som e of them did not 
w ant to m ove out under any con­ 
dition w hile others agreed that 
if they w ere given a fair price 
for th eir land or if their prop­ 
erty w as traded for equally as 
good or better land outside the 
m onum ent they w ould agree to 
this.
